Mueller, caused by arsenic poisoning 16 
days aiter his marriage, that Mueller’s 
widow left his home near Grover, 
St. Louis County, the day after the 
body was -exhumed for chemical anaiy- 
sis, and has not since been seen in the 
neighborhood. 

It also develop that Mrs. Mueller, 
who was Mrs. Annie Mitchell until she 
married Mueller Dec. 13 last, tried to 
gain possession of Mueller’s little daugh- 
ter, Clara, aged 6 years, and heir to 
one-half of his property, from the child’s 
aunt, Mrs. Adolph Kroeter of 4366 Swan 
avenue, in whose possession. she has 
been for three years, ‘and that it was 
stipulated in the antenuptial contract, 
said to have been made between Mrs. 
Mitchell and Mueller, that the child 
should live with them. 

The report of Dr. C. M. Riley, pub- 
lished in Tuesday's Post-Dispatch, that 
in examination of one-half of Mueller’s 
stomach he found enough arsenic ito kil! 
five men has created a sensation among 
the prosperous dwellers in the neighbor- 
hovd of the Mueller farm.

M. Riley of Barnes Medical College. 

TL. C. Pick, former postmaster of Gro- 
ver and president of the Citizens’ Home 
Protective Association, has been most 
active in demanding an investigation of 
Mueller’s death. 

To a Post-Dieprtch reporter he said: 

“Mr. Mueller had lived here for 
years and was one of the  best-liked 
men in the community. Without any 
sp-cial reason, there was a feeling of 
resentment when he married. Nobody 
here knew Mrs. Mueller though we 
understood that she had been living oO 
a farm about 10 miles northwest of

McCann, and had decided that he must 
hang March 15, orders were given to 
Search the prisoner's cell, 

The search was made by Jalior Roth 
and Deputy Sheriffs Campbell and Old- 
erworth.: Two pieces of rope, each about 
four feet long, a whetstone nad a pocket- 
knife were found. The rope was under 
a pile of clothing, the whetstone was in 
a hole in the wall and the knife was on 
top of a board attached to the wall and 
in which hooks for clothing have been 
fastened. The knife had two blades, 
both sharp. 

When the news was broken to Bar- 
rington he closed his lips tightly and 
appeared to take the information stoic- 
ally. Within a short time, however, he 
lost his nerve and began crying. He re- 
fused to discuss the decision in any 
way. “Il have nothing to say,” was his 
sole answer to inquiries. 


Barrington in New Sait. 

After his cell was searched and before 
he was told that his case had been de- 
cided Barrington was compelled to make 
an entiré change of raiment... The black 
frock coat that he has beet "weartng 
gavé place to black sack Suit. 

Barrington would not tell where he 
obtained the rope, whetstone and knife 
exceat to say that they were given to 
him by a former prisoner.

Order of Procedure: in Bringing 
About Desired Result 
Chief Problem, 


} “Mayor -Wetts and City Counselor Bates 
conferred Wednesday regarding the 
resolution ~passed by the House of Dele- 
ates“that a Municipal Assembly joint 
committee be appointed to investigate, 
with Gov. Folk, the Mayor and City 
Counselor the question of home rule for 
the St. Louis Police Department. 

Twenty-five members of the House 
voted Tuesday night for the resolution, 
which was introduced by Speaker 
O’Brien. It provides that the joint com- 
mittee shall consist of three council- 
men and six delegates. If the Council 
eoncurs Friday, the committee can be- 
gin its work next week. 

The chief questions to be answered by | 
the committee are: 

Is a charter amendment necessary to 
enable St. Louis to frame a municipal 
police law? 

What should be the order of procedure 
in framing the local law and repealing 
the State measure now in operation? 


Special Session Debated. 


Speculation has also been revived 
whether Gov. Folk will call an extra 
session of the Legislature to repeal the 
present metropolitan police law. Such 
a session would necessitate special elec- 
tions te fill nine vacancies—two in the 
Serate and seven in the Hvuuse—and 
might result in altering the political 
complexion of the House of Representa- 
tives, now Republican. 

Gov. Folk says an amendment to the 
charter of St. Louis is necessary before 
the Municipal Assembly can frame a 
police law at all. Several St. Louis law- 


yers take the opposite view. 

Discussion has. arisen whether, in case 
the State law is repealed before a 
municipal law is enacted, St. Louis will 
be left without police vorotection. Gov. 
Folk says it would,and that the Muni- 
cipal Assembly must frame the prospec- 
tive law before the Legislature acts. 

At Jefferson City immediately after 
the passage of the joint committee reso- 
lution by the House, Gov. Folk ex- 
pressed himself as reatly pleased that 
action had at last been taken. 

“This looks like getting at the heart 
of the matter,’ he said. “If this reso- 
lution is carried out, we can soon deter- 
mine what the people want and what is 
the best way to go about giving it to 
them,” 

Gov. Folk then-entered into an analy- 
fsis of the difficulties to be encountered, 
dwélling. on the necessity of a charter 
anyen nt and repeating that the city 
rust frame its law before the State 
law is canceled. . 

Gov. Folk did not express an opinion 
as to the advisability of calling an ex- 
tra session of the Legiglature.

TRACKS ORDERED | 
BELOW GRADE 


Ordinance Requires Three Rail- 
roads to Lower Tracks — | 
at Crossings. 








FROM SARAH STRET WEST 





Tower Grove, McRee and King’s 
Highway Are Other 
Streets Named. 


A bill will soon be introduced either 
in the Council or House of Delegates 
at the instance of the Board of Public 
Improvements which, if passed by the 
Municipal Assembly, will require three 
railroads to abolish their grade cross- 
ings at dangerous points of street in- 
tersections. 

Tuesday afternoon the Grade Cross- 
ing Commission approved the draft of 
the ordinance prepared by the Board 
of Public Improvements. The draft is 
practically identical with the ordinance 
which Street Commissioner Valliant pre- 
sented three weeks ago to the Grade 
Crossing Commission. 

Che railroads which are ordered to 
abolish their grade crossings in the 
bill are the Missouri Pacific, the St. 
Louls & San Francisco and St. 
Louis, Oak Hill & Carondelet. 

The bill provides that the three 
lines should depress their tracks and 
roadbed about 20 feet below the grade 
of the street at their crossing at Tower 
Grove and Old Manchester road. ‘The 
Oak Hill line is further ordered to de- 
press its roadbed and tracks 10 feet 
at Eager road, 10 feet at McRee avenue 
and 15 feet at King’s highway. 


Must Act in Sixty Days. 
The ordinance also states that the 
plans for the new crossings shall be 


turned into the Boaid of Public Improve- 
ments for approval within tWo months 
after the ordinance goes into effect, and 
that the improvements shall be made 
within the year. 

After the Commission had approved 
the draft of the ordinance Street Com- 
missioner Valliant outlined a plan for 
compelling the Wabash Railroad to abol- 
ish its grade crossings from Sarah 
Street out to the city limits. 

Mr. Valliant said this plan had been 
suggested to him and that he thought 
it a very good one. The plan suggests 
that as a means of getting around the 
difficulty of doing away with the grade 
crossings from Union out to De Baliviere 
the Wabash Railroad should be allowed 
to run its tracks through the park to 
a point a short distance west of De 
Baliviere, which idea was first suggest- 
ed by Mr. Julius Pitzman. 

No action was taken on Mr. Valliant’'s 
suggestion. 

The grade crossings at Boyle, New- 
stead, Taylor and Euclid avenues will be 
abolished, according to the plan, by de- 
pressing the tracks and the roadbed 
from 15 to 20 feet.

Mr. Thomas E. Shea better than 
“The Pledge of Honor,’’ in which he 
appeared at Havlin’s yesterday after- 
noon and last night. ‘The play itself is 
founded on Hugh Conway’s exciting 
novel, “Called Back,’ in another ver- 
{ ston of which ‘‘bob’’ Mantell used to be 
yeen some years ago, and is melodra- 
j moatic to beat the banc. 

But, even in the present form, it calls 
for repressed action on the part of the 
star, the Gilbert Vaughn who, blind, 
siumbles into a conspirators’ den where 
a ‘murder has just, been committed and 

who afterwards recovers his sight and 
crtned the murderers to juStice, and Mr. 
I Shea portrays the part in this quiet 
‘vein. The storm of melodrama rages 
jaround him fiercely, however, and there 
are moments when his own properly re- 
Strained style seems incongruous amid 
the enforced ranting of the remainder 
of the cast.

CHILDREN'S FRIEND 
SCORES “FATHER” 


He Shirks Responsibility Often- 
er Than Mother, Says 
Judge Lindsey. 


Judge Ben B. Lindsey of. Denyer, 
known as the “father of the Juvenile 
Court,”’ in his address before the Con- 
tempvrary Club in its monthly meeting 
and tanquet at Hotel Jefferson, said he, 
had seen many examples of a father 
leaving the mother to care for the chil- 
dren, but never a mother who left her 
husbund to bear the family burden. — 

“A child has the God-given right to 
be trained in the way he should go,’’ 
Judge Lindsey said. ‘“‘If he does not go 
that way it is not so much the fault of 
the child as the fault of the parents, or 
lack of parents. 

“You must remember that there are 
thousands of fatherless homes in your 
city; there are thousands of homes that 
would beiter be fatherless, and there 
are, | am sorry to say, a few that had 
better be motherless; but, as a rule, 
the mother is al] right. She has to bear 
the burden. Did you ever hear of the 
mother deserting the father and leaving 
the poor dad to take care of the kids? 
l mever did. 

“If the State does not help these poor 
mothers to take care of their children 
while they are children, they sre going 
to have to take care of a great many 
of them behind prison bars and stone 
walls in the years just ahead of us. We 
know there wes not much salvage un- 
der the criminal law, the jail and the 
prison. We know, after six years’ ex- 

rience in Denver, that there are near- 
y ten times as many redeemed to good 
citizenship under the new scheme. 

“The functions of the children's court, 
which might better be called the par- 
énts’ court, is not to usurp the functions 
of the home, but to compel the home té 
do its duty where the home is careless,’’

GENERAL'S ASSASSIN

a painter, threw a bomb at him, has not 
yet recovered consciousness from the 
terrible beating he received from the 
soldiers who arrested him. He is a stu- 


dent of Imeriatia (government of Ku- 
teais), named Djoyashvili, a member of 
the fighting organization of. the social 
revolutionists. 

He was selected to carry out the sen- 
tence of death imposed on Griaznoff in 
retaliation for the latter's ruthless re- 
pression of the revolutionists of Katais, 

The fears of a renewal of the Armeni- 
an Tartar butchery following the assas- 
sination of Gen. Griaznoff were not real- 
ized. Both sides were ready, but the 
troops were everywhere in’ force and no 
collisions occurred.

BOMB LABORATORIES 
FOUND IN MANY CITIES. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 31.—The 
Government is finding ample justifica- 
tion for its severe policy against the 
revolutionists in the constant discov- 
eries of bombs, bomb factories and de- 
pots of arms and munitions in all parts 
of the empire which are how s0 com- 
monplace that they scarcely obtain men- 
tion in the papers. 

The Novoe Vremya pines he however, 
prints half a column of statistics of last 
week's captures, showing the seizure of 
bombs and the discoveries of regular 
bomb laboratories, explosives and fliied 
and unfilled borabs in a score,of cities. 

To curb the revolutionary outbreaks 
and enable estate owners to defend their 
property against further peasant upris- 
ings, the Government is distributing the 
arms captured on the British steamer 
John Grafton, sunk in the Gulf of Both- 
nia, Finland, in September last, and 
rifles and revolvers captured elsewhere

The new schedule submitted by the 
Frisco provides that the mail train wi!!

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THE HOME RULE ISSUE. 

‘According to Gov. Folk’s interview with the Post- 
Dispatch, there is no difference of opinion Letween 
him and Mayor Wells with regard to the power of 
the Municipal Assembly under the present charter 
to establish a municipal police system, whenever 
the present State law providing for a metropolitan 
system is repealed. 

The Governor says that unquestionably the Munici- 
pal Assembly would have that power, but he would 
prefer that a charter amendment be passed and that 

an ordinance establishing a municipal system be 
“framed and passed and signed by the Mayor before 
“the repeal of thé State, police law, because there 
would then be no possibility of the lack of police

DRAIMAGE BOARD 
SSUE ENJOINED 


Union Pacific Attacks Validity 
of Wyandotte County, 
Kansas Law. 


Judge William C. Hook of the United 
States Circuit Court issued an order 
Wednesday restraining. the directors of 
the Kaw Valley Drainage District in 
Wyandotte County from issuing two 
sets of bonds, aggregating ‘$525,000, ‘for 
drainage purposes. The application was 
made through Attorney R. W. Blair of 
Topeka. The hearing on the injunc- 
tion is set for Féb. 15, before Judge Pol- 
lack at Topeka. 

The Kaw Valley Drainage District 
was created under a law passed by the 
last Legislature. of Kansas, to obviate 
danger of floods. It was planned to 
widen the Kaw River 200 feet, build 
levees and embankments and drainage 
Gitches. It is alleged in the application 
that the asSessed value of the property 
in the district is $9,000,000, and that the 
plans for drainage contemplate an ex- 
penditure of $15,000,000. 


An election was held Tuesday and the 
proposition carried. Bonds were to be 
igsued in two sets, one of $200,000 and 
One of $325,000. The Union. Pagific Rail- 
road, in moving for an injunetion, came 
to St. Louls because of the absence 
of Judge Pollack of Topeka. 

In the application the constitutional- 
ity of the law under which the district 
Was created is attacked. 

The points on which the injunction 
was asked are that the Board of Di- 
rectors and officers who control the 
drainage district can -vequire the County 
Commissioners to organize a district on 
the petition of two-fifths of the resident 
taxpayers in the proposed district; that 
the law gives them control over the 
streets, alleys and public highways and 
takes it away from municipalities; that 
the law delegates to them the power to 
levy taxes, and that it makes the di- 
rectors the final authority in determin- 
ing the needs and necessity of a drain- 
age district and of the means by which 
drainage shall be accomplished, and 
leaves the taxpayers no right of appeal 
and no chance of judicial review.
